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Y helps FBI seek Unabomber 
as Post decision ignites debate

While journalists debate the agoniz- 
ing decision by the New York Times 


and the Washington Post to publish . 


the 35,000-word manifesto of the ter- 
rorist known as the Unabomber, a 
librarian and an assistant professor at 
BYU have been trying to help identi- 
fy him. 

“The library cooperated in providing 
information to the FBI,” said Larry 
Ostler, assistant university librarian 
for personnel. 

For security reasons, Ostler could 
not provide many details of the inves- 
tigation. He said the FBI first contact- 
ed him in the spring and subpoenaed 
information. 

He thinks his part in the query is fin- 
ished, but since the FBI already has 
gone to him more than once in the 
past few months, he suspects the 
bureau might come back for more 
information. 

Don Norton, assistant professor of 
English, also has been involved in 
solving the Unabomber case. 


Norton, who teaches an English 
class at BYU called Modern 
American Usage, is reviewing the 
Unabomber’s manifesto to learn 
about the terrorist’s writing style. He 
is looking at elements such as word 
count, repetition of sentence patterns, 
sentence constructions and vocabu- 
lary, he said. 

Each person’s unique writing style 
leaves an imprint on the text that 
helps with identification, like a fin- 
gerprint, Norton said. 


“If you. did have a complete text of ~ 


the Unabomber’s message, you prob- 
ably could find some patterns in 
usage,” Norton said. 

With this information, it would be 
possible to recognize whether the 
Unabomber wrote other documents, 
he said. 

Norton is continuing his research 
this week to discover the 
Unabomber’s usage patterns. 

In the din of nationwide debate 
among journalists Tuesday about 
whether the Times and Post should 
have printed the Unabomber’s mani- 
festo, there was one patch of quiet 
agreement. Editors and scholars

SAN FRANCISCO — Sorry, the 
common cold still has no cure. But 
the next best thing is in the works: 
a simple nasal spray to protect peo- 
ple from catching the sniffles. 

If this treatment works out — and 
it’s still far from proven and years 
away from drugstore shelves — it 
will be a rare victory against an 
exceptionally wily enemy. 

No medicine can make the 
omnipresent head cold go away, 
not even chicken soup. And noth- 
ing can keep the runny nose, the 
aching sinuses, the sore throat and 
all the rest from striking in the first 
place. 

But that may be changing. In 


a lot about how the cold virus rais- 
es havoc. And this new understand- 
ing is beginning to pay off with 
strategies that may at last fend it 
off. 

The latest approach is intended to 
protect vulnerable nasal passages 
from invasion by the rhinovirus. It 
seems to work — at least in chim- 
panzees.

- “The idea is to take advantage of 
how the rhinovirus enters the 
body,” said Dr. Edward D. 
Huguenel of Bayer Corp., who 
heads the team developing the 
drug. He outlined the work 
Tuesday at an infectious disease 
meeting sponsored by _ the 
American _. Society for 
Microbiology. 

About 100 varieties of rhinovirus 
exist. Catching one of these makes 
people immune to that particular 
bug. But they are still susceptible to 
all other strains. That’s why the 
average adult catches two or three 
colds each year.

TOPOLOBAMPO, Mexico — 
Hurricane Ismael hit Mexico’s west 
coast earlier than expected, catching 
hundreds of fishermen at sea. 

As searchers found more bodies 
Tuesday, the scope of the season’s 
most disastrous storm gradually 
became gruesomely apparent. 

At least 91 people are confirmed 
dead and officials say the toll could 
rise much higher. Thousands have 
been homeless since the storm spun 
across the Gulf of California Thursday 
and hit the coast. The storm destroyed 
some 5,000 rickety houses. 

Military helicopters crisscrossed*the 
gulf searching for victims. The navy 
sent frogmen into the water Tuesday 
to see if more bodies were trapped 
beneath wrecked fishing boats floating 
hull-up. 

“We will keep looking as long as 
there might be survivors,” said 
Admiral Ruben Gomez Galvan, the 
commander of the naval base in 
Mexico. 

“We are not suspending the search. 
We are still finding bodies.” 

About 150 men have been found 
alive. 

The area is popular with American 
boaters and fishermen, though there 
were no reports of injured foreigners. 

Some of the worst damage was in a 
village near Los Mochis in the north- 
ern state of Sinaloa, 410 miles south 
of the Arizona border. 

Fishermen said 30-foot waves over- 
whelmed small, poorly equipped ves- 
sels. Winds reached 80 mph with 
gusts of 100 mph — and hit long 
before projected. 

“This was the worst ever for 
Sinaloa,” said Jaime Perez, news edi- 
tor of the regional newspaper El 
Debate. “There have been worse 
storms, but not with so many 
tragedies.” 

Hector Manuel Tordecillas 
Bagazuma, head of the fishing cooper- 
ative in Topolobambo, said fishermen 
had been told the hurricane would 
make landfall at midday Friday, hours 
later than the actual time. 5;

State gets custody of girl found living in filth 


SALT LAKE CITY — State officials removed a 10-year-old girl from her 
home for the second time after police found her living in filth. 

Authorities were called to the home earlier this month after the girl’s father, 
Lynn Constantino, told her to call 911 from a neighbor’s house. 

When police and paramedics arrived at the home, they found rotten food in 
the refrigerator and the kitchen floor covered with dirty clothes, a police report 
indicates. 

None of the lights worked and two soiled mattresses were on the floor. Used 
syringes were scattered about Constantino’s bedroom and the bathroom toilet 
was not working. 

Most of the windows were boarded up, some broken. Police also found some 
evidence of drugs being cooked and injected, according to the report. 

The girl was taken to a shelter, then placed with foster parents on Sept. 12. 
The state has custody of the child. 

Police found similar conditions at the home on Oct. 16, 1992, when narcotics 
officers with a search warrant discovered marijuana and heroin in the home. 

The girl is now living with her grandmother. 


Six-year-old stabs friend over Barbie fight 


MODESTO, Calif. — A 6-year-old girl stabbed a 7-year-old playmate in the 
back with a steak knife in a fight over Barbie dolls, police said. 

The older girl was hospitalized in serious condition Monday with a 2 1/2- 
inch-deep wound. 

The girls got into “a hair-pulling, name-calling fight” over the dolls, Lt. Tim 
Atchley said. The 6-year-old told her friend she was going to kill her, went 
home and returned with a knife. 

Police questioned the younger girl and released her to her parents. Atchley 
said there is little that can be done because of the girl’s age. 

“Our society is becoming more and more violent every day,” he said. “It’s 
bad enough to see 14- and 15-year-olds inflict unimaginable kinds of bodily 
harm.on each other.” 


Popcorn magnate Redenbacher dead at 88 


CORONADO, Calif. — Orville Redenbacher, a one-time county agriculture 
agent who developed a multimillion-dollar line of gourmet popcorn and 
became a TV advertising star, was found dead in his apartment today. He was 
88. He was found in his bathtub around 6 a.m. The cause and time of death 
were under investigation. 

Redenbacher, known for his trademark glasses and bow tie, was an advertis- 
ing spokesman who was also The Real Thing: an agribusinessman and scientist 
who worked at improving lines of corn for years before he began selling 
gourmet popcorn on TV. 

A native of Indiana, Redenbacher grew popcorn on his family’s farm to earn 
extra spending money as a youngster. 

He graduated from Purdue University in 1928 with a uegree in agronomy, and 
then worked as a county agricultural agent. Redenbacher had said his love for 
popcorn developed in the family garden when he was a child. 


Contract for Provo Olympic rink still on ice 


PROVO — Provo wants to break ground for a 2002 Winter Games practice 
ice sheet next spring, but still hus not struck a funding agreement with Olympic 
organizers. 

Organizers aren’t ready to approve an agreement, which calls for a bigger and 
earlier contribution than they’re willing to make. The Olympic Organizing 
Committee pledged $3 million for the practice ice sheet after Salt Lake City 
was chosen in June to host the 2002 Winter Olympics. 

Olympic Organizing Committee attorney Kevin Flint said the committee has 
offered $3 million to Provo in 1999, after revenues from broadcast rights begin 
flowing into the Olympic coffers. 

Provo wants Olympic organizers to put $3 million in a trust account for the 
ice sheet, plus give the city $700,000 to cover interest. The total cost of the ice 
sheet is expected to be $7 million, and the city and county each plan to con- 
tribute $2 million. 

- The city would retain ownership of the ice sheet but make ‘t available for use 
during the 2002 Winter Games. City officials hope that a large corporation will 
contribute in exchange for getting its name on the ice sheet.

nose. It latches onto a spot in the 
nasal lining that scientists call intra- 
cellular adhesion molecule-1, or 
ICAM-1. 

The new treatment is a modified 
version of ICAM-1 in soluble spray 
form. When put into the nose, this 
protein swamps the virus with poten- 
tial targets so it latches harmlessly 
onto the decoy rather than the lining 
of the nose. 

“Molecular bait,” the researchers 
call it. 

So far, it has been tested on chimps, 
which are the only animals other than 
humans that are infected by the rhi- 
novirus. Fortunately for the chimps, 
though, they don’t actually catch 
colds. 

The researchers sprayed the noses of 
eight chimps, then gave them doses of 
cold virus. Seven showed no signs of 
infection at all. Every chimp in a 
comparison group that received the 
virus but no fake ICAM-1 was infect- 
ed. 

Huguenel said his company is 
already making plans to try the spray 
on people. Just when these tests will 
start is not certain, and even if all 
goes well, the medicine is still years 
away from the drugstore. 

Researchers familiar with the work 
said while the approach is promising, 
they respect the virus’s long history of 
eluding human control. 

“It’s great science,” said Dr. Edward 
Walsh of the University of Rochester. 
“But that’s the problem with the rhi- 
novirus. There are lots of logistical 
problems that are tough to surmount.” 

Among the questions is whether the 
fake ICAM-1 will last long enough in 
the nose to do any good. 

While the current version of the pro- 
tein probably disappears quickly, 


Huguenel said it should be possible to 
concoct a version that will have last- 
ing effects with simple daily applica- 
tion. 

If the drug is approved, Huguenel 
said, its first major use would be to 
prevent colds in asthma sufferers, par- 
ticularly children whose asthma 
attacks are often triggered by colds. 
Eventually, it could be available for 
people who suffer with less severe 
cold effects.

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Printing bomber’s views 
violates the public trust 


t isn’t Rupert Murdoch or Ted Turner in command of the media this week. Nor 
I: it Michael Ovitz or even Michael Eisner. No, a powerful new media mogul 

with a shadowy reputation has taken one of the most powerful U.S. newspapers, 
The Washington Post, by storm — or you might say, with a bang. He’s even got a 
catchy nickname — the Unabomber. Has a nice ring to it? Tell it to the FBI. 

The Unabomber, that elusive explosives technician with the inflammatory 
rhetoric, has added “newspaper columnist” to his list of achievements. He can now 
print that at the bottom of his business cards, right below the titles of “vengeful 
murderer,’ “fugitive” and “terrorist.” Not satisfied with 15 minutes of fame, he 
recently stated his intention to continue killing university professors, airline per- 
sonnel and passengers, or whomever suits his whim, if his op-ed piece was turned 
down by the news giant. The Post finally relented, with financial assistance from 
The New York Times, and printed his 35,000-word mega-statement as a separate 
insert in its Tuesday edition. Post publisher Donald E. Graham cited “public safety 
reasons” as justification for publishing the terrorist’s manifesto. 

Somebody needs to teach the Unabomber a journalistic lesson in brevity. Even 
academicians rarely send such lengthy viewpoints or letters to the editor at The 
Daily Universe. When columns appear in The Universe, they are usually accompa- 
nied by a “mug shot” — a photograph of the author’s face that ensures accountabil- 
ity. Yet we have our standards. We would never run a column with a mug shot of a 
mustachioed man cloaked in a hood and hiding behind dark sunglasses. As a mat- 
ter of policy, The Universe does not condone ghostwriting nor print anonymous 
letters — especially from known terrorists. 

The Post and the Times counter that lives might be saved by printing the 
Unabomber’s statement. That is putting far too much faith in the promises of an 
unidentified serial killer. Lives can actually be lost by printing such an article. 
Copycat killers could be waiting in the wings for their chance to grab the spotlight. 
The media have sent a message that they can be manipulated through acts of sav- 
agery into printing lists of grievances penned by lunatics. 

The manifesto was promoted in advance on Monday evening newscasts as the 
media waited breathlessly to read and broadcast the substance of the Unabomber’s 
ravings. The Post and Times provided readers with a seemingly palatable excuse 
for agreeing to print the piece, “He said if we refused, he’d kill again.” 

However, just because the Unabomber is cunning enovgh to elude capture for 17 
years does not mean he is a brilliant or honest man. He is a crusader for the demon- 
ic, a maniacal.criminal. Yet he knows the news media in this country serve a vital 
function — we are the watchdogs of democracy, the dispersers of information. 
Perhaps he thought publishing his views in well-known newspapers would give 
him credibility. 

We must not be manipulated into forgetting what a monster the man really is. 
News organizations must not let their guard down. To allow the media to be held 
hogtage by terrorists is to violate the public trust.

Already, another young 
student, Nancy Mellette, has announced her 
intention to follow Faulkner’s lead and apply 
to the Citadel. 

It’s remarkable that the focus now is that 
Faulkner dropped out rather than the condi- 
tions she fought and faced. Other cadets at the 
Citadel jeered Faulkner as she left, while 


United States, a young woman was denounced 
for her efforts to better her life and expand 
opportunities for women and men. 

To assume Faulkner was physically unpre- 
pared is presuming to know better than 
Faulkner herself. 

Less than a day after Faulkner left the 
Citadel, she told Newswéek magazine, 
“Physically, 1 was ready. I did not fail in any 
way. I can run the two miles in 18 minutes 
and 54 seconds, do 18 pushups in two minutes 
and do 50 situps in two minutes. That was no 
problem.” 

Faulkner's withdrawal is no defeat. She 
launched a campaign against out-and-out dis- 
crimination that continues. As her lawyer said, 
“Shannon has done what no other woman has 
— she put the issue on the table.” 

I don’t cringe when IJ hear Faulkner’s name. 
Instead, I feel enormous respect for a sister 
who began a fight against injustice that con- 
tinues.

Ruff said the first 
step was vision. 

“Whatever the 
mind can see, it can achieve,” he said. 
“But you must be able to see it all the 
way through.” 

The second step Ruff discussed was 
desire, followed by “guts,” which he 
suggested was the most important. 

“One of the biggest obstacles for 
LDS members is fear. You have to 
have the guts to take the gamble and 
make the commitment,” Ruff said. 

Finally, Ruff said it was important to 
have a business plan in order to 
increase the odds of success. 

Steve Gibson, the Entrepreneur in 
Residence at BYU said the “key to a 
successful business venture is not just 
to have a great idea, but to find the 
opportunities.” 

He made the analogy that an idea is 
to opportunity what a football is to the 
football game.

College students ek 
through Netscape security 
a soltware flaw

--SAN FRANCISCO — Netscape 
--Communications Corp., provider of 
-the most popular software program 
for navigating the Internet, is fixing a 
security flaw that could give hackers 
access to sensitive and private infor- 
mation, including customers’ credit 
card. numbers. 

Wall Street, which had given 
Netscape stock a big send off last 
month, pushed stock prices down 
-‘slightly at the news of the flaw.

found that a knowledgeable computer 
user could break the program’s coding

Goldberg and Wagner’s findings 
were published on a computer mailing 
list on the Internet’s World Wide Web 
Sunday evening, said Mike Homer, 
vice president of Netscape marketing. 

“We regularly monitor these news 
“groups and, when we saw it, we had 
_-Our engineers work on it immediate- 
ly,” Homer said late Monday. 

Netscape said it would release a 
‘repaired version of the software with- 
-in. a-week that can be down-loaded 
-from its web site 
(http://home.netscape.com). 

-Homer said the company was not 
aware of any security breaches. 

An-estimated 8 million users, 
including thousands of companies, 
use. Netscape software for advertising 
and sales. 

Some use the programs to check 
bank balances and for catalog shop- 
ping. 

Customers give their credit card 
numbers to companies that provide 
-on-line services so they can be billed

- The company began publicly trading 
its Shares last month and had one of 
the most successful debuts in Wall 
‘Street history, partly because of its 
assurances about security. 

-As-word of the security flaw began 
circulating, Netscape stock dropped 
75 cents Monday. 

Netscape opened down an additional 
$3.50 today, but by late afternoon was 
_- up 75-cents from Monday’s close at 

$53.25 a share on the Nasdaq Stock 
Market. 

“Everyone knows resolving security 
issues is an important thing,” said 
Kathleen S. Smith, an analyst who 


follows Netscape at Renaissance 
Capital Corp. in Greenwich, Conn. 

But, she added, “The drive toward 
electronic commerce is a strong one. 
People will be patient.” 

The New York Times reported 
Tuesday that IBM was expected to 
sign a major licensing agreement with 
Netscape. 

The agreement will involve more 
than a million copies of a Netscape 
browser for use on the Prodigy on- 
line information service.

WASHINGTON — Sweeping away 
six decades of social policy and its 
own deep divisions, the Senate passed 
a welfare overhaul bill Tuesday that 
cancels the federal government’s 
guarantee to support the poor and puts 
thousands of single mothers to work. 

An alliance of moderate Democrats 
and Republicans engineered the com- 
promise legislation and gave the GOP 
blueprint its 87-12 vote, after insisting 
on billions of more dollars for child 
care and rejecting conservative 
demands to cut aid to teen-agers and 
women who have more babies on 
welfare. 

Eleven Demccrats and a single 
Republican, Sen. Lauch Faircloth, R- 
N.C., voted against the bill, which he 


has called nothing more than a “pot of 


Pablum.” 

A second GOP senator, Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon, did noi vote 
because he was home sick with stom- 
ach flu. 

GOP conservatives have vowed to 
push the final bill closer to the House 
formula, with its outright ban on cash 
welfare for unmarried teen-age moth- 
ers and a “family cap” denying higher 
benefits to mothers on welfare who 
have more babies. 

But the White House has made clear 
that President Clinton would veto the 
House version, and from Jacksonville, 
Fla., he warned lawmakers against 
giving into “extremist pressure” and 
walking away from “this bipartisan 
American common ground.” 

Tony Blankley, a spokesman for 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich, R- 
Ga., said House members would work 
with senators “to find the strongest 
bill the Senate can get the votes for, 
and 218 votes on our side,” a majority 
in the House. 

The centerpiece of the GOP’s drive 
to return power to the states and its 
chief social issue, the Senate legisla- 
tion turns federal welfare and child 
care dollars to the states in lump sums 
— known as block grants — with few 
strings attached. 

It abolishes Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, or AFDC, a joint 
federal-state program begun during 
Franklin Roosevelt’s New Deal that 
today supports 4.7 million families 
and 9 million‘children. 

The bill requires as many as | mil- 
lion welfare recipients to go to work 
by 2000, imposes a five-year lifetime 
limit on each family’s cash benefits, 
and ends the federal guarantee to pro- 
vide a subsistence income to millions 
of fatherless families. Legal immi- 
grants would no longer be allowed to 
receive welfare. 

Republicans say their plan will 
encourage state experiments to end 
dependency and discourage out-of- 
wedlock births while saving $65 bil- 
lion to.$70 billion over seven-years. 

“We are not only writing truly his- 
toric landmark legislation — legisla- 
tion that ends, a 60-year entitlement 
program,” said Senate Majority 
Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan. “In the 
process, we are closing the book on a 
six-decade-long story of a system that 
may have been well-intentioned, but a 
system that failed the American tax- 
payer, and that failed those it was 
designed to serve.”
